He then wired to Surgeon-General 
Wyman at Washington for definite ![n- 
structions concerning fruit shipped from 
Mobile, as to whether the quarantine 
on New Orleans fruit extended to Mo- 
bile shipments. 

In the meantime W. L. Mitchell, rep- 
resenting the shippers, called on Health 
Commissioner Snodgras and said that 
the bananas would be a total loss to 
the shippers if they were held longer 
than Tuesday night. He protested 
against a quarantine on fruit shipped 
from Mobile. 

Dr. Snodgras said Tuesday that if be 


did not hear from Surgeon-General Wy- 
man before night, tnstructing him to 
the contrary, he would allow the four 
boxcars filled with bananas to be un- 
loaded and the fruit delivered to the 
consignees.

Crest of Epidemic Believed to 
Have Been Reached in 105

ORLBANS, La., Aug. 15—Mayor 
Behrinan and the physicians of New 
Orleans are greatly interested in the 
experiment to be made in a day or 
two with Dr. Leach’s arsenical yellow 
fever preventive. 

The experiment was deferred because 
no physicians could be had to watch 
the steps taken. 

Four men have volunteered to permit 
themselves to be inoculated by mosqui- 
toes after taking the poison as pre- 
scribed by Dr. Leach. 

Hopefulness among the general public 
was manifested today because of the 
shrinkage of cases during the preceding 
24 hours. The belief is gaining ground 
that 1065 cases reported from Saturday 
will prove to be the top figures of the 
present visitation of the fever. The to- 
tal rumber of cases to date is 1017. 

Noon yeilow fever report was:

m., Monday, 13; total cases to date, 1031; 
deaths to date, 5. Total deaths, 171. 

Dr. Guiteras, the expert, predicted to- 
day that New Orleans would be free 
from the infection in 40 days.

“In a fw days L shall have formulated a plan for the reorganization of the 
People’s United States Bank, and I shall submit this plan to the stockholders. 

“A large percentage of the stoexholders—all of them, in effett-aresat'sfied 
with the couduct of the bank thus far and_1 know they will approve of the 
plan which I will shortly lay before them. ‘ 

NOT READY TO STATE PLAN.

ASTRONOMERS TOOK NOTE

A fractional eclipse of the moon took 
place Monday night, beginning at 8:38, 
terminating at 10:42, and being plainly 
visible—what there was of it—in St. 
Louls, 

-Only .292 of the total face of the moon 
was in shadow at the height of the 
eclipse, which was of so Httle scientific 
or general interest that it had not been 
widely heralded in advance. 

Surprise, caused by popular ignorance 
of tge fact that the eclipse was to take 
place, was followed by disappointment 
due to its limitations. 

Rev. Father Charropin at St. Louis 
University, and his astronomical broth- 
er scientists at Washington University, 
observed the eclipse and made the cus- 
tomary notes. ather Charropin said 
that, like even more important -lunar 
eclipses, it’ was of little scientific value.

W. H. Murray Says Oklahoma 
Would Get All the Offices 
and Institutions.

MISSOURI] CROP BULLETIN 


Corn Satisfactory, Cotton Do- 
ing’ Well, Wheat Up to Ex- 
pectations, Apples Failure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 15.—The U 
Department of Agriculture climate and 
crop bulletin of the Weather Bureau 
(Missouri section), issued today, says: 

“"The past week has been characterized 
by warm days and nights, a high per- 
centage of sunshine and a general de- 
ficiency of precipitation up to and In- 
cluding Saturday. 

“Conditions have been generally favor- 
able for growth of immature crops and 
for farm work. 

‘The general condition of corn is sat- 
isfactory. In most of the northwest 
counties, however, high temperature and 
lack of moisture have caused late corn 
to fire on uplands and some early corn 
to prematurely ripen, 

“Cotton has made healthy growth un- 
der favorable weather conditions and is 
squaring, blooming, fruiting and bolling 
well in the extreme southeastern coun- 
ties. 

‘Thrashing of wheat from stack made 
good progress in all districts and is 
nearing completion in many localities. 
The yield and quality of wheat is quite 
up to expectations. 

“Rye is very good and oats are above 
the average. 

‘In some districts potatoes are very 
light, while in others the yield is fair. | 
Late potatoes are now promising. 

“Having continued under favorable 
conditions. but seed clover is generally 
inferior. 


“Millet good and cutting 
begun. 


“Sorghum, cowpeas, kaffir corn and 
all forage crops continue to do well. 

“Pastures are dry and short in the 
northwest section, but are very good in 
all other districts; stock are generally 
in good condition. 

‘'Mhere is no improvement in the apple 
crop. With the exception of a few lo- 
calities in scattered counties the crop is 
almost a _total failure.”

“IHicw did you do it?” he was asxcd 
today. 

“By using common sense and a 


nledgehammer,” he quickly replied. 
“Could you have accomplished the

“The police can eliminate gamblers 
in amy city by using propr methods,” 
he answered,“and as for St. Louis, it 
isn't any bigger than Chicago, is it?” 

Chief Collins was appointed the head 
of the Chicago force by Mayor Dunne 
July 26. Judge Dunne had long been 
u personal friend of his appointee. Be- 
fore his promotion the new Chief was 
Captain of the Warren Avenue Police 
District. He had held that position one 
year and four months only, having ‘been 
promoted from a lieutenantcy through 
the civil service system. His jump into 
the shoes vacated by Chief Francis 
O'Neill caused surprise. His declaration 
of principles caused more. 


Poker, Then Bucket Shops. 


“I propese to eliminate gambling from 
Chicago,” he said to the first squad of 
reporters who visited him at his little 
office in the grimy City Hall to learn 
his program. Since then he has as- 
tounded Chicago and delighted the re- 
form element by the energy with which 
he has fulfilled his promise. 

He began by raiding 180 poker games; 
then he raided 125 handbook resorts. Fol- 
lowing this, he made war on the bucket 
shops. He now announces that he will 
not only continue his war of extermina- 
tion against these institutions to the end 
of his term, but that he will enlarge his 
campaign to include lottery agents, for- 
tune tellers and all classes allied with 
the gambling element. 

Chief Collins was found today at his 
desk. He wore the regulation uniform 
of the Chiéago police official, dark blue, 
the coat having a velvet collar. Three 
gold stare on either side of the collar 
denote him as‘ranking officer of the 
Department, and four gold bands on his 
cuffs indicate that he has served twen- 
ty years as a member of the force. 


Cleaned Up in Two Weeks. 


The Chief's giant frame loomed up as 
he arose to greet his visitor. He is 6 
feet 2 inches tall, so0 tall that the 
average visitor cannot tell at a glance 
whether Chief Collins is bald or not. 
The Chief looks like a policeman. He 
weighs 247 pounds, but he is not fat. He 
has a massive head, tremendous shoul-

And 
they are still doing so. 

‘So long as I am Chief I will kecp 
this up, and there will be no gambling 
in Chicago, if the police can stop it 
The law gives us the right to use all 
necessary physical force. And i had 
lezal advice before I undertook any of 
theese raids."’ 

“The gambling element is a tough ele- 
ment and is not an acquisition to any 
community. In running down a craps 
game in South Chicago a few nights 
ago the police unearthed a den of 
thieves. Thieves and hold-up men are 
generally connected with gambling in 
some way. They like to gambie and 
make gambling dens their rendezvous. 

“On the other hand, men with the 
gambling fever will often go to desper- 
ate lengths to obtain money to gamble 
with. . That is why I propose to rid 
Chicago of hold-up men at the same 
time as gamblers. 

“The gamblers had become very bold 
in Chicago. They had fitted up elegant- 
ly furnished clubs and had steerers out 
on the streets. On Saturday nights, 
when clerks with their week's salaries 
in their pockets, would be on the 
streets, the steerers were particularly 
bold, and would sometimes almost divest 
a man of his wearing apparel! in an ef- 
fort to induce him to gamble.”’ 


Steerers Were Audacious. 


Chief Collins says all forms of gam- 
bling must go, just as poker games and 
handbook betting have practically gone. 

“Our latest crusade has been against 
the bucketshops. Like the handbooks 
and the poker games, they must go. 
We went right into them last Friday 


and tore the paraphernalia off the walls. 
And we'll do it again if they attempt 
to reopen. -Every unlicensed bucket- 
shop or every one run in violation of 
the law must go. 

“The policy games are down and out. 
A recent statute passed at Springfield 
makes it a penitentiary offense to en- 
gage in that fascinating pastime, and 
its votaries will hardly try their hands 
at it in Chicago again. We are after 
the bottery agents, too, and are collect- 
ing evidence. 

“I am also going after fortune-tellers 
and persons who conduct massage par- 
lors. Many of the latter are not what 
they should be and the city will be 
cleaner when thev are abolished.” 

Chief Collins says he is not a political 
Chief of Police. 


No Politics in the Force. 


“I am a policeman, not a politician,”’ 
he declares. “I was a Captain before 
being promoted Chief, and won my cap- 


taincy through a civil service examina- 
tion. ; 


“There will be no politics in the po- 
lice force under me. I won't allow it 
to interfere with my work. The Po- 
lice Department is no place for a pol- 
itician. T am a heliever in the civil 
service, and as long as Mayor Dunne 


is in office the Chicago Police Depart- 
nag 8 will be a civil service institu- 
on. 


Chief Collins is 45- years old. He is 
married and has five children. He lives 
at 4056 Perry avenue. Mrs. Collins was 
once a school teacher. The Chief was 
born in Ireland and has been on the 
force 22 years. Chicago newspapers say 
he first came into public attention dur- 
ing the investigation of the murder of 
Dr. Patrick H. Cronin, formerly of St. 
Louis, in 1889. 

Collins was then a crossing police- 
man and was summoned by his superi- 
ors to identify Martin Burke, one of the 
men arrested in connection with the 
Cronin murder. Collins identified him at 
Winnipeg. Manitoba, and never re- 
turned to crossing duty. 

Mayor Dunne and his father were in- 
terested in the prosecution of the mur- 
derers of Cronin, and it is said that the 
friendship then formed resulted in Col- 
lins’ selection as Chief after Judge 
Dunne became Mayor. 

Chief Collins is one of the few police 
chiefs with literary attainments. While 
a Heutenant he was in charge of the 
Rogers Park Station in the suburbs of 
Chicago. 

While he was stationed there he fur- 
nished the Chicago newspapers, partic-

MET SPANISH NOBLEMAN 
IN CHICAGO STOCKYARDS 


Acquired Command cf Spanish 
Through His Own Efforts 
and Always Had Intense In- 
terest in the King of His 
Own Age. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LANCABTER, Wis., Aug. 15.—Rauph 
Leo Ray of this city has just begun 
his duties as tutor in the American 
language and customs to King Alfon 
£0 of Spain, in the royal palace at 
Madrid. His letters to his parents, who 
reside here, declare that the process cf 
introducing the youthful King to the 
idiom of Unele Sam's language is prog- 
ressing happily for both teacher und 
royal pupil, and convey an entertaining 
impression of a Western boy at the 
Castilian court. 
Young Ray, who was selected froin 
among a host of Spanish-speaking 
Americans to become the King's ‘n- 
structor, is not yet 19 years of age, and 
the extent of his education is merely a 
course in the Lancaster High School, 
from which he was graduated in the 
class of 194. The story of his selecticn 
for companion and instructor to Al- 
fonso, for whom from childhood he had 
intense admiration and interest, and his 
sudden transfer from a modest position 
as bookkeeper for a Chicago commis- 
sion firm to one of honor and responsi- 
bility at the Spanish court, reads like 
a fairy story to an ordinary boy. 

From his childhood days Ralph 
showed a passion for the language. 
When a boy on the farm of his father, 
Cc. W. Ray, near North Andover, Wis.., 
he showed little interest in anything 
gave books. When his father moved to 
Lancaster to engage in the livestock 
business the boy took up his school 
‘duties joyfully. He led his fellows 
throughout his school course, at nis 
graduation receiving the Beloit College 
scholarship for having made the high- 
est record in his class. 


Acquires Spanish Unaided. 
Spanish is not taught in the High 
School, but Ralph did not have enough 
languages in the 1egular course, so hie - 
téok up Spanish by himself. With the 
assistance of one of his teachers h® ac- 
quired a working knowledge of the ian- 
guage and became able to converse iu it 
to a slight degree. 
‘The young man was ambitious to take 
advantage of his scholarship in Beloit, 
but decided that he must first earn 
some money. He went to Chicago and 
took a position as bookkeeper for the 
. Lee Commission Co. at the Stockyards. 


Meets Count in Stockyards. 

One day a Spanish Count, who was 
touring this country came down to the 
stockyards to see Chicago's great ex- 
position. He had some countrymen 
with him, but none of them could speak 
English well and thcre was no one at 
the yards could speak Spanish. Ray, 
who happened to be passing, heard the 
viditors talking in his beloved jargon 

not xnowing whom he might be 
ressing, paused to exchange a word 
with the Count. The latter was pleased, 
and, taking to the young fellow at 
onec, recruited him for a guide to the 
mysteries of the yards. 

‘They fell to talking of the King and 
Ray confided to the Count how he al- 
ways had been such an admirer of Al- 
fonso and how he had studied Spanish 
_diligentiy in the hope of some day using 
his knowledge in Spain. The Count 
asked him how he would like to meet 

the King and talk to him, as one boy 

“to another: Ralph responded that such 

would be the realization of his wildest 

dreams. The Coynt said he would keep 
him in mind and when he returned to 

Bpain he would tell the King about the 

American boy who was so infatuated 
with His Majesty.

e\rhere is no restraint, and Ralph says 
that he does not feel at all ill at ease 
in the presence of the august young 
man who rules the Kingdom of Spain. 
He finds him just as truly a boy in 
many particulars as he is himself and 
ful' of interest In the affairs that at- 
tract the attention of a young man. 
The King gives close attention to his 
study when the hour of lesson is on, 
and seems anxious to get the most out 
of it. A young nephew of the King is 
also a pupil of Ralph's in the American 
language, though the child is not able 
to master it very readily, having had 
little instruction, 
The arrangement between the King 
and young Ray is conditional upon the 
leasure of both, but so far the lessons 
fave me on so smoothly that it Is ex- 
pecte* that young Ray will remain at 
the court for two years. He expects 
then to return to Wisconsin and enter 
Beloit College. 
Mrs. Ray, the boy’s mother, is espe- 
cially proud of her son's achievement, 
which she regards as little less than 
providential. 
“When Ralph was a little boy,’’ she 
said, “he was greatly taken by a picture 
of King Alfonso, and always after that 
time seemed more interested in the 
King than in any public personage. It 
was because caer were s0 near of an 
age. I suppose. e would read every- 
thing he covld find about the King, 
and Sept all of his pictures he could get 
hold of. And now to think of him being 
a teacher of His Majesty; it seems al- 
most like a dream come true.”’

100,000 tons. The leading equipment 
companies are moderately active and 
the Baldwin Locomotive Co. reports the 
largest number of workmen emploved 
at the present time in its history. Ad- 
vanced prices prevail for bar iron, and 
on this account higher prices for bolts 
and nuts are shortly expected. 


The Late Trading. 


With the culmination of the 
buying which amounted to upwards of 
50,000 shares, the market for the first 
time in a week showed an irregular ap- 
pearance, and one that would indicate 
that the adyance was rapidly lessen- 
ing the buying power, and that a re- 
acltionary movement is imminent. The 
publication of a favorable weekly crop 
report iad little, if any, effect on the 
granger shares, the recent excellent 
monthly report having caused prices to 
at least temporarily discount present 
crop conditions.

Easier on General Rains. 


There was little in the grain situation, 
either domestic or foreign. to bring 
about a change of prices, and the local 
market responded readily to pressure 
of a local cash grain man on the Sep- 


tember option. Later in the season this 
weakness had considerable effect on the 
Chicago market, which had been mak- 
ing some show of strength. The for- 
eign markets opened some lower and 
Liverpool became steady and closed 
even. The rains in this country were 
not heavy enough to hurt wheat, but 
helped corn and easier prices resulted.

“After the game Phillips, who is a 
wise old head, came to me and told me 
that Stone was one of the. greatest 
batters he ever pitched to. Bill said he 
teased Stone a slow one and then an- 
other and the fielder broke his 
trying to reach them. Then Phillips 
pitched a fast one and Stone let it go 
by. 

“«*l thought I had him on the slow 
ball." said Bill, ‘so I handed him an- 
other and he broke a board off the back 
fence. 

Another time,” continued Phillips, 
‘T worked him for two strikes on 
curves and said to myself, I've got you 
now, old boy; but the next time I gave 
him a curve he hit it to a fare-you- 
well.’ 

“Ngo matter what was pitched to him 
Stone could hit and in one series with 
Milwaukee at Toledo park last year. he 
wae at bat 17 times and reached first 
base on 17 occasions. Twice he drew 
hases on ball# and on the other 15 base 
hits.
